Aſſembly, and it is hereby enacted by the Authority of the ſame, That every able 
bodied male Perſon being a Citizen of this State, or of any of the United States, and 
reſiding in this State (except ſuch Perſons as are herein after excepted) and who are of 
the Age of Sixteen, and under the Age of Forty-five Years, ſhall, by the Captain or 
commanding Officer of the Beat in which ſuch Citizen ſhall reſide, within four Months 
after the paſſing of this Act, be enrolled in the Company of ſuch Beat.

That ſuch Regiment of Artillery ſhall have three 
Field Officers, ſhall be armed and accoutred in the ſame Manner, as the other Artillery 
Companies mentioned in this Act, until further Proviſion is made therein by Law, and 
ſhall be called out to exercife by Orders from the Commander in Chief, at leaſt ſix 
Times in every Vear, and be ſubject to the ſame Fines and Penalties as are inflicted by 
this Act for the Neglect or Refuſal to do Dusy, or being deficient in any Arms or 
Equipments. | | | 

II. And be it further enacted / che Authority aforeſaid, That the Commander in 
Chief for the Time being, may, in Caſe of Invaſion, or other Emergency, when he 
ſhall judge it neceſſary, order out any Proportion of the Militia of the State, to march

ties ; all Miniſters or Preachers of the Goſpel, Phyſicians and Surgeons, except in 
their reſpective Profeſſions and Callings, the Profeſſors, Tutors, and Students of Co- 
lumbia College, Poſt- Officers, and Stage-Drivers who are employed in conveying the 
Mails of the Poſt-Office of the United States, all School-Maſters engaged for fix 
Months, the actual Attendant of every Griſt-Mill, and the Fire-Men of the Cities of 
New-York and Albany, and of the Townſhip of Brooklyn, and twenty Fire-Men to be 
from Time to Time appointed by the Majority of the Magiſtrates of the County of 
Albany reſiding in the Townſhip of Schenectady, notwithſtanding their being above 
ſixteen and under Forty-five Years of Age, ſhall be, and hereby are exempted from

I. DE it enacted // the People of the State of New-York, repreſented in Senate 

B and Aſſembly, and it is hereby enafted by the Authority of the ſame, That 
the Mayor, Aldermen, and Commonalty of the City of New-York, in Common- 
Council convened, ſhall be, and hereby are fully empowered and authorized, as ſoon 
as conveniently may be after the paſſing of this Act, to order the raiſing a Sum, not 
exceeding Six Thouſand Pounds, by a Tax on the Eſtates real and perſonal bf all and 
every the Freeholders and Inhabitants within the City and County of New-York, to 
be applied to the Support and Maintenance of the Peor of the ſaid City and County, 
the Bridewell, and the Criminals from Time to Time confined in the Priſon of the 
ſaid City and County, and to the repairing and maintaining the public Roads, and 
cleaning and improving the Streets within the ſaid City and County; and alſo a fur- 
ther Sum, not exceeding Four Thouſand Pounds, by a Tax on the Eſtates real and 
perſonal, of all and every the Freeholders and Inhabitants within the ſaid City, on the 
South Side of a Line beginning at the Outlet of the Swamp of Leonard Liſpenrad, 
Eſquire, into Hudſon's-River ; thence to and along the North Side of the Dwelling 
Houſe of Nicholas Bayard, Eſquire ; thence to and along the North Side of the Dwel- 
ling Houſe late of Thomas Jones, Eſquire ; and thence to and along the North Side of 
the Dwelling Houſe of Abraham Cannon, to ihe Eaſt River, to be applied to the Pay- 
ment of ſo many Watchmen as the Mayor, Aldermen, and Commonalty of the ſaid 
City of New-York, ſhall think neceſſary for guarding the ſaid City; and alſo to the 
purchaſing of Oil, providing Lamps, and repairing and attending the Lamps which 
now are or hereafter may be erected within the ſaid City: Which ſaid Sums above- 
mentioned, ſhall be rated and aſſeſſed by the Aſſeſſors, according to the Eſtate of each 
reſpective Perſon ſo to be taxed.

An ACT for the Relief of Creditors againſt Heirs, Deviſees,  Executors, and 
mar, and for proving Wills reſpecting real Eſtates. Paſſed the 4th April, 
1780. 


E it enacted by the People of the State of New-York, repreſented in Senate and 
Aſſembly, and it is hereby enacted by the Authority of the ſame, That all and 
every Creditor, whether by ſimple Contract or Specialty, and whether the Heirs are 
mentioned therein or not, ſhall and may, by Virtue of this Act, have and maintain his, 
her, and their Action and Actions againſt the Heir and Heirs at Law of any Debtor 
who hath already died, or ſhall hereafter die inteſtate, ſeized of any Manors, Meſſuages, 
Lands, Tenements, or Hereditaments, andagainſt the Heirand Heirs at Law, and Devi- 
ſee and Deviſees of ſuch Debtor, in Caſe ſuch Debtor made any laſt Will and Teſtament; 


and ſuch Heir and Heirs, Deviſee and Deviſees, ſhall be liable and chargeable for a falſe 


Plea, by him, her, or them, pleaded in the ſame Manner as any Heir ſhould Hove hun 
or 
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for any falſe Plea by him pleaded, in any Action of Debt upon Specialty, or for not 
confeſſing the Lands or Tenements to him deſcended. And further, that all Credi- 
tors ſhall be preferred as in Actions againſt Executors and Adminiſtrators: _ 
II. And be it further enacted / the Authority aforeſaid, That in all Caſes _ . 
where any Heir or Heirs at Law is, are, or ſhall be liable to pay the Debt of his, her, OTE 1 
or their Anceſtor, in Regard of any Lands, Tenements, or Hereditaments, deſcending &c. 
to him, her, or them, and ſhall ſell, alien, or make over the ſame, before any Action 
brought, or Proceſs ſued out againſt him, her, or them ; ſuch Heir and Heirs at Law 
ſhall be anſwerable for ſuch Debt, to the Value of the ſaid Lands ſo by him, her, or 
them ſold, aliened, or made over; in which Caſes all Creditors ſhall be preferred as in

Vork, bearing Date the 27th Day of March, in the Year One Thouſand 
Seven Hundred and Sixty- nine, all that certain Tract or Parcel of Land, ſituate, lying 
and being on the Weſt Side of Lake Champlain, in the then County of Albany, now 
Waſhington, in the then Colony, now State of New-York, beginning on the Weſt 
Bank of the faid Lake, at the Diſtance of Thirty-fix Chains, meaſured on a Courſe 
North Forty-three Degrees Weſt from a Baſs Wood Tree ſtanding on the Banks of 
the ſaid Lake, at the North- eaſt Corner of a Neck of Land, called Cumberland Head 


or Point, and runs from the ſaid Place of Beginning Weſt Six Hundred and Ninety-one

miniſtration of he ſaid Will, and that the ſaid Eſtate is ſo particularly circumſtanced in 
reſpect to certain Claims and Debts, that it cannot be ſettled without great Lols to his 
Creditors, wittout thc Interpoſition of the Lezgiilature.
